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“CHIZ”  WAGNER 
DIES  IN  ACTION 

Former  Athlete  Is 
Wartburg’s  First 
Casualty  in  This  War. 


First  Lieutenant  Egbert  Wag¬ 
ner,  who  graduated  from  Wart- 
burg  college  in  1939,  has  been  kill¬ 
ed  in  action  with  the  United 
States  forces  somewhere  in  the 
south  Pacific  area,  although  his 
family  has  no  idea  just  where.  He 
is  Wartburg’s  first  casualty  in  the 
War. 

In  a  letter  received  by  his  fath¬ 
er,  Rev.  R.  Wagner  of  Treynor, 
Iowa,  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  Marine  Corps  detachment  in 
which  he  was  serving  had  this  to 
say  about  Lieut.  Wagner: 

"Your  son  Was  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  members  of  this  com¬ 
mand  and  he  was  extremely  well 
liked  by  both  the  officers  and 
men.  His  conduct  and  achieve¬ 
ments  in  battle  were  outstanding. 
His  passing  has  been  a  great  loss 
to  us  all.” 

Lieut.  Wagner  was  well  known 
around  Wartburg  as  "Chiz.”  He 
was  a  prominent  athlete  for  the 
Knights.  After  his  graduation  in 
1939,  Egbert  taught  at  Garrison, 
Iowa  before  entering  the  armed 
service.

REV  M.  RIEKE 
TALKS  IN  CONVO. 


"Not  until  our  nation  gets  down 
on  its  knees,  repents,  and  turns  to 
Gcd  in  his  mercy  and  love  can  we 
have  a  peace,”  said  Rev.  Marcus 
Rieke  of  Columbus  to  the  Wart¬ 
burg  student  body  in  Thursday’s 
convocation.  Rev.  Rieke  is  the 
newly  appointed  Youth  Director 
of  the  American  Lutheran  church. 

The  speaker  stressed  the  point 
that  fifty  per  cent  of  the  soldiers 
in  the  first  contingent  sent  across 
to  Ireland  were  Lutheran.  They 
were  chosen  because  of  their  ex¬ 
cellent  morals  and  uplifting  in¬ 
fluence. 

He  cited  experiences  which  he 
had  had  in  contact  with  Lutheran 
army  men,  as  service  pastor  in 
San  Antonio,  Texas.  Rev.  Rieke 
said  that  the  men  are  the  same 
morally  and  spiritually  in  the 
army  as  they  were  in  civilian  life. 

"The  boys  who  are  leading  in 
Christ  in  the  activities  now  in  the 
camps  will  be  looked  to  for  lead¬ 
ership  after  the  war  when  the  job 
of  reconstruction  begins”,  said 
Rev.  Rieke. 

In  his  concluding  remarks  Rev. 
Rieke  stated  there  is  a  challenging 
opportunity  for  service  for  the 
young  people  on  the  home  front 
as  well  as  those  seeing  action  on 
the  front  lines  of  the  armed

Against  this  un¬ 
belief  is  set  the  ignorapce  of  the 
child  from  the  slums,  who  shows 
much  the  same  attitude  toward 
life  as  the  man. 

The  childishness  of  the  boy’s  in¬ 
tolerance  brings  home  the  absurd¬ 
ity  of  such  an  attitude  of  mind. 
Gradually  out  of  their  skepticism 
and  ignorance  Dr.  Dexter  and  the 
boy  emerge  together  in  the  dawn 
of  an  Easter  morning  into  an  en¬ 
lightened  faith  in  a  divine  and 
beneficent  God. 

The  boy  from  the  slums,  Skelly 
Diggs,  will  be  enacted  by  10- 
year-old  Ronald  Roselius,  son  of 
Prof.  W.  Roselius. 

Dr.  Dexter  is  portrayed  by  Mar¬ 
vin  Grunke,  Maggie,  his  house¬ 
keeper  is  played  by  Gertrude 
Clemens,  and  Betty  Jo  Weber 
takes  the  part  of  the  Doctor’s  sis¬ 
ter.

4  Faculty  Men  Speak  at 
Special  Evening  Chapels

Religious  Emphasis  days  were 
observed  on  the  Wartburg  campus 
from  March  1  to  5  when  special 
chapel  services  were  held  every 
evening  at  9:30  in  Luther  hall. 
Members  of  the  faculty  spoke  at 
these  services. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Becker,  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Children’s  Home  and 
instructor  of  social  work,  was  the 
speaker  Monday  evening.  His 
text  was  Matthew  13:45-46,  from 
which  he  emphasized  the  truth 
that  religion  is  a  pearl  of  great 
price.  Our  religion  should  give 
us  faith,  that  is,  a  confidence  in 
and  a  knowledge  of  God,  and 
hope. 

Tuesday  night  Dean  A.  E.  Fritz 
based  his  remarks  on  I  Corinth¬ 
ians  2:1-10.  A  review  of  Christ's 
trial  was  given.  Pilate  was  pre¬ 
sented  as  a  proto-type  of  many 
of  the  people  of  our  day.  He 
could  not  accept  Christ  because 
he  could  not  grasp  the  reality  of 
the  truth  which  Christ  portrayed. 
Paul,  Luther,  and  Wesley  accomp¬ 
lished  nothing  until  they  accepted 
truth  that  the  just  shall  live  by- 
faith  instead  of  trying  to  reason 
things  out. 

Dean  G.  J.  Neumann  spoke 
Wednesday  night.  The  gist  of  his 


remarks  was  that  we  don't  fully 
appreciate  the  sacrifice  God  made, 
and  we  don't  seem  to  be  fully 
aware  of  the  blessings  this  sacri¬ 
fice  confers.  Especially  at  Christ¬ 
mas  and  during  Lent  it  is  more 
blessed  to  be  an  adult  than  a 
child,  because  we  as  adults  can 
better  understand  and  appreciate 
the  gift  of  Christmas  and  the  sac¬ 
rifice  of  Lent.  Let  us,  this  Lenten 
Season,  go  up  to  Jerusalem  with 
Christ  and  remain  on  that  high 
level,  not  only  during  Lent,  but 
also  during  the  entire  year.

Lots  of  boys  have  left  Wartburg  before  this,  and  a  lot 
will  leave  after  these  boys  go,  but  this  is  the  largest 
contingent  of  Wartburg  Knights  that  have  been  called  to 
the  colors  so  far,  so  at  this  time  we  would  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  our  boys  going  into  the  service;  to  .those  who  have  gone 
before  and  to  those  who  will  go  after. 

All  these  boys  are  going  into  the  armed  forces  because 
our  government  has  a  job  to  do  and  is  using  these  boys  for 
it.  Our  government  knows  where  to  get  its  best  men,  too,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  first  American  expeditionary  force  of  this  war 
to  set  foot  on  foreign  soil,  half  of  the  soldiers  were  Lutheran 
young  men.  These  men  were  picked  because  they  were  the 
kind  of  men  Uncle  Sam  is  proud  of — as  soldiers  and  as  men. 

These  boys  leaving  from  Wartburg  are  going  to  be  a 
credit  to  the  service.  But  how  about  us  civilians?  Are  we  a 
credit  to  the  home  guard?  Are  we  holding  up  our  share  of 
the  burden?  With  a  lot  of  fellows  in  the  service  whom  we 
know  as  well  as  we  know  these  boys,  maybe  we’ll  begin  to 
realize  our  duties  as  civilians. 


Wartburg-,  The  Summer  Convention  Center 

Since  Wartburg  college  is  the  Mid-West  college  of  the 
American  Lutheran  church,  it  is  only  logical  that  the  church 
SHOULD  use  Wartburg’s  facilities  for  its  conventions,  and 
other  large  gatherings  which  call  for  acommodating  large 
numbers  of  people. 

In  normal  times,  the  dormitories  are  empty  during  the 
summer  and  these  alone  would  house  approximately  200 
delegates.  Our  kitchen  is  thoroughly  equipped  to  feed  at  least 
300  persons.  The  class  rooms  in  Luther  Hall  would  serve  ad¬ 
mirably  for  committee  meeting  rooms.  In  looking  over  the 
convention  set-up,  we  find  only  one  piece  missing,  and  that 
is  a  large  convocation  hall  that  would  seat  at  least  one  to 
two  thousand  delegates. 

But  the  proposed  field  house-auditorium  would  answer 
this  need.  The  concurrence  of  the  district  meetings  of  the 
American  Lutheran  church  is  all  that  is  needed  to  get  the 
drive  for  funds  underway.  And  with  the  building  completed 
after  the  war,  Wartburg  hopes  that  the  Luther  League,  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  Brotherhood,  Ladies  Aid,  and  District  con¬ 
vention  will  take  advantage  of  her  physical  plant  and  truly 
make  Wartburg  a  "summer  convention  center.”

Thursday  afternoon,  on  Wart- 
burg’s  regular  bi-weekly  radio 
broadcast,  three  members  of  the 
Wartburg  faculty  presented  a  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  problem  of  a  : 
factory  peace  after  this  w; 
won.  The  discussion  was  carried 
on  by  Dr.  Wiederaenders  of  the 
education  department.  Dr.  Haef- 
ner  of  the  Greek  department, 
and  Prof.  Ottersberg  of  the  His¬ 
tory  department. 

In  supporting  the  contention 
that  no  lasting  peace  can  be  made 
without  first  a  complete  defeat  of 
the  axis  nations,  Dr.  Wiederaend¬ 
ers  said,  “There  isn't  room  in  the 
same  world  for  the  freedoms  of 
the  Atlantic  Charter  and  the 
philosophies  of  Hitler's  Mein 
Kampf." 

The  idea  of  an  international 
federation  of  nations  to  be  formed 
after  this  war  was  discussed.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Ottersberg  offered  a  world 
government  as  the  only  means  of 
establishing  a  lasting  peace.  He 
said,  “Alliances,  a  league  of  na¬ 
tions,  mere  confederations  .... 
do  not  represent  enough  unity  and 
concentration  of  power  to  be  ef¬ 
fective." 

It  was  emphasized  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  us  and  our  country  to 
start  immediately  and  give  our 
united  efforts  to  this  problem 
which  lies  before  us.

NAVY  ANNOUNCES 
V-12  PROGRAM 

Details  of  the  new  Navy  College 
Training  Program,  designed  to 
produce  officers  for  the  Navy, 
Marine  Corps  and  Coast  Guard, 
were  announced  by  the  Navy  De¬ 
partment  last  week.  Named  V-12, 
the  plan  will  get  under  way  about 
July  1,  and  will  give  training 
from  32  to  192  weeks  for  various 
classes  of  naval  personnel. 

As  well  as  absorbing  most  of 
the  college  students  now  enlisted 
in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
Reserves,  V-12  is  open  to  Army 
Enlisted  Reservists  who  expressed 
preference  for  the  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  when  they 
signed  up,  and  students  holding 
probationary  Navy  Reserve  com¬ 
missions.  High  school  graduates 
and  seniors  between  17  and  20 
and  enlisted  personnel  -in  the 
Navy,  Marine  Corps  and  Coast 
Guard  are  also  eligible. 

Requirements  For  Condidates 
Civilian  candidates  for  this  pro¬ 
gram  must  be  United  States  citi¬ 
zens,  be  able  to  pass  Navy  physi¬ 
cals — with  a  minimum  eyesight 
rating  of  18/20 — be  single  and 
agree  not  to  marry  until  com¬ 
missioned,  and  have  officer  quali¬ 
fications. 

All  V-12s .  will  be  assigned  to 
j  colleges  which  have  Navy  con¬ 
tracts.  They  will  be  in  uniform 
j  under  military  discipline  and  will 
j  receive  apprentice  seamen’s  pay. 
Qualifying  tests  to  select  candi¬ 
dates  will  be  given  throughout  the 
nation  on  or  about  April  2. 

]  Officers  To  Be  Trained 

Officers  to  be  trained  in  the 
colleges  are:  chaplains,  medical 
I  and  dental  officers,  engineering 
|  specialists,  engineers  for  general 
j  duty,  deck  and  Marine  line  of¬ 
ficers. 

To  get  into  V-12,  a  qualified 
1  man  must  first  take  the  April  2 
I  qualifying  test  (application  blanks 
I  will  be  distributed  in  schools,  col¬ 
leges,  ships  and  naval  stations). 
Following  the  tests,  successful 
candidates  will  be  told  to  report 
to  the  nearest  office  of  Naval  Of- 
Procurement  at  their  owr 
expense,  where  the  final  selec- 
is  will  be  made  by  specially 
up  election  committees  after 
the  candidates  have  passed  their 
Navy  physicals.
